G.S.R. 658(E).—In pursuance of sub-iulc (3A) of rule 8 
and rule 17 of the Railway Board Secretariat Service 
Rules, 1969, the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Railways (Railway Board) hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Railway Board Secretariat 
Service Grade I (Limited Departmental Competitive Exa¬ 
mination for filling vacancies reserved for the Scheduied 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes) Regulations, 1979, 
namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement,—(1) These regulations 
may be called the Railway Board Secretariat Service 
Grade I (Limited Dcnartmental Competitive Examination 
for filling vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes) (Amendment) Regulations, 1981. 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gatette. 

2. In the Radway Board Secrctaiial Service Grade I 
(Limited) Departmental Competitive Examination for 
filling vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes) Regulations, 1979, (a) for sub-regulation 
(1) of legulation 6, the following sub-regulation shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“(1) The names of the candidates who are conside¬ 
red by the Union Public Service Commission to 
be suitable for selection on the results of the 
examination shall be airanged in the order of 
merit in a single list for candidates belonging to 
both the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes and in that order as many candidates as are 
found by the Commission to be qualified, shall be 
recommended for inclusion in the Select List, 
upto the required number."; 

(b) to regul.ation 8 the following proviso .shall be added,, 
namely :— 

"Provided that no penalty under this regulation shall 
be Imposed except after— 

(i) giving the candidate an opportunity of making 
such representation in writing, as he may wish 
to make in that behalf; and 

(ii) taking the representation, if any, submitted by 
the candidate, within the period allowed to him, 
into consideration.”
